The officials here continue to view 
the situation calmly.

MILLER AND OLEANDER VICTIMS 


known Tiburon Island of 
fornia, is said to be responsible for the 
reported death of a former Les Angeles 
man.

His glowing de- 
scriptions of the possibilities of the 
undertaking readily won the interest of 
Capt. Oleander, and Miller engaged 
him to accompany him on the perilous 
trip. 

Miller was an erratic fellow who 
caused a stirring of the dry bones 4 
few years ago through his publication 
of a little paper at San José, and since 
that time has figured in several affairs 
with more or less notoriety. A few 
months ago he was active in the cir-

He 
was always of an adventurous turn

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
TROLLEY COMING AT LAST. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME, April 1.—The 
passage of a spur of the Los Angeles 
Pacific Rallroad through this veter- 
ans’ retreat seems at last probable. 
As long ago as i599, officials of the 
railroad company bustled about the 
grounds and were followed by a #ur- 
veying outfit, which staked out a pro- 
posed road, through the Home and 
announced the management's intention 
to begin construction at once. That 
was the last heard of that for three 
years, when functionaries and transit- 
men and stake drivers again came 
on the scene and repeated’ the pre- 
vious promises, and with just the 
fame futile results. 4 visit to the 
southwest corner of the Home grou 
day, however, gives «evidence now of 
earnest intent. 

Within the enclocure at that point is 
a camping outfit aii colony of graders 
that gives it the aopearance of a new 
Goldfields rush. 

Though only three days at work, the 
grading is already reaching well into 
the Home grounds. Thirty-odd teams 
and double that number of men are al- 
ready employed and by the middle of 
the week there will be sixty-five teams 
and nearly 150 men at work. 

M. H. French (of French & Thur- 
ber, contractors,) who is superintend- 
ing the work, states that track-laying 
will follow close upon the grading, 
and that within sixty days tracks will 
be within the Home boundary, ani 
that Cars will be humming within five 
months. The tracks will cross the 
county boulevard a little west of the 
Governor's residence and emerge from 
the home grounds at a point farther 
north on the west ndary. and 
thence toward Santi Mon Cafion.

LICENSE 
CHEATING THE CITY. 


Lodging-houses, Degelable Huck- 
sters and Billiard Hall Proprietors 


Evade Tax Collector—Thousands 
of Dollars Kept Out of Treasury. 


ICENSE dodgers are beating the 
city out of thousands of dollars ev- 
ery month. 

A few weeks ago came the news that 
the Angelus Hotel was not paying its 
hotel license. Investigation shows that 
this establishment is but one of many 
that have escaped paying their share 
of the license tax. 

Im Justice to the Angelus it should be 
said that its failure to pay the license 
wus apparently an oversight, as the 
house was at the time paying a billiard 
and saloon license. ‘ 

There are, however, hundreds of per- 
sons and corporations in this city who 
are constantly planning and scheming 
to escape the payment of the license. 

All too often their efforts are re- 
warded with success. 

There are, for example, something 
like seven hundred hotels and lodging- 
houses in the city. The tax is collected 
from a hundred,

Everyone in any way connécted with 
the collection of city licenses declares 
that he is doing all he can, but that the 
other fellow is not doing his share, 
The license department says that its 
force is too small to cope with the prob- 
len. unaided. 
The police department, every regular 
member of which is by ordinance made 
an assistant inspector of licenses, de- 
clares that the regulations are changed 
so often that the department is com- 
pletely at sea as to how best to help 
on the work. 
According to a member of the force 
long in the service, an old man has no 
advantage over the rankest novice. 
“As goon as we familiar with 
the provisions of one Ordinance it is 
either repealed or amended,” said he. 
THEIR TRICKS. 
Devious are the ways in which the 
dodgers get ahead of the city authori- 
ties. 

The vegetable peddlers have the 
smoothest trick of all and play it most 
successfully. 

A license for selling fruit and vege- 
tables is $5 per month. Fruit alone is 
$l. Every vegetable wagon is required 
to carry a number to be furnished by 
th: City Clerk. A man who wishes to 
sell vegetables as well as fruit goes to 
ths clerk's office, takes out a $5 license 
and thus secures hie number. Next 
month he takes out a fruit license un- 
Aer another name, but still keeps the 
number on his wagon. Police officers, 
seeing the number on the wagon, take 
it for granted that the man is paying a 
vegetable license and as long as he can 
show a license of the current month 
he is unmolested, 

With the exception of a very few 
who are comparatively n in the 
business there is not a white man in 
the city paying the vegetable license of 
$5 « month. All of the Chinese venders 
pay the vegetable license. They are not 
“onte the dodge” and it is considered 
doubtful if they could make it work if 
they were. 

Even those who substitute the $1 for 
the $5 license do not stop there. 

only pay the small tax spasmodically. 
They run along for months at a time 
unten held up by some offic! and 
threatened with arrest. Then they take 
out a license for a month, only to be- 
gi:. dodging again as soon as it expires. 
In the suburban districts men peddle 
almost from one year's end to another 
without ever paying a license at all, 

Then there are hundreds of peddlers 
~here today nobody knows where to- 
morrow—Who never pay a cent. 
Among this class are the venders of 
oranges and other culled fruit from the 
dumps of the big packing establish- 
ments. 

Masterful evaders are the junk men. 
There are over 100 junk wagons in 
the city. Not more than a dosen have 


j paid @ cent of license since the frst of 


biggest billiard and pool rooms in the 
city was only paying on one-helf as 
many tables as were in use. 

Ot the army of peddlers of every de- 
scription who make themselves a nuis- 
ance to the housekeepers of the city 
not one in a dozen is equipped with the 
necessary permit, They seldom go into 
the busi portions of the city but 
ply their trade in the outskirts and 
thinly settled parts of the town. 

There is in fact scarcely any busi- 
ness subject to license conducted out- 
side of the main business thoroughfares 
in which there is not a large proportion 
who pay no revenue to the city. 

In the business section proper the 
collections are much better in propor- 
tion than in the residence and mi- 
business districts. This is in a large 
measure due to the efficiency of halt 
a dozen police officers who keep sharp 
lookout for infringements upon the U- 
dense ordinance. 

All policemen are by ordinance made 
agsistant inspectors of licenses and are 
ordered to report any persons on their 
beats who are not paying. 

POLICEMEN’S DUTY. 

This little known or heeded provis- 
ion of the license ordinance makes the 
duty of the policemen perfectly plain. 

“All police officers are hereby ap“ 
pointed assistant inspectors of 
censes and in addition to their several 
duties as police officers, are hereby 
required to examine all places of busi- 
hess and persons in their respective 
beats liable to pay a license, and to see 
that such licenses are taken out. 

“Said police officers as such assistant 
inspectors of licenses shall make out 
once a month a list of persons, firens 
or corporations carrying on business 
within their respective beats and hav- 
ing no license, with their address, and 
deliver such list, carefully and leg- 
ibly written to the City Clerk and also 
report to the City Clerk the names of 
ali such doing business without a li- 
cente immediately upon the fact com- 
ing to their knowledge. 

“Any police officer failing or negiect- 
ing for more than thirty days to report 
any person, firm or corporation who or 
which is engaged in carrying on busi- 
nessa without having paid the re- 
quired license, shall be guilty of neg- 
lect of duty, and be either suspended 
from duty or dismissed from the por 
lice force, in the discretion of the 
Board of Police Comanissioners. 

“The Chief of Police is hereby di- 
rected to carry into effect the provise-

Gen. Nathaniel 
Lyon Camp, No. 1. of this city was the 
fruit of their efforts, and this pioneer 
camp was in existence up to 1902, when 
it surrendered its charter and became 
with W. 8. Rosecrans Camp, 
No. 2. which is, in turn, the successor 
of Vicksburg Camp, No. 47. The first 
encampment of the division of Califor- 
nia took place in Los Angeles February 
23-24, 1887. 


UNIQUE INVITATION.

On one side of the shield, 
posed as if inspecting her handiwork, 
is California, daintly-robed, palette ana 
brushes n hand, and on the other a 
flowering vine. At top and bottom, in 
the center and corners of the well-pro- 
portioned background, are inserted the 
bits of California scenery, Fort Alca- 
traz, Mission Dolores, Hote! St. Fran- 
cls, the Cliff House and the Golijen 
Gate, San Francisco; Yosemite Falis, 
and Wawona of the Mariposa Big Tree 
Grove. Above the shield are crossed 
two American flags, from which de- 
pends the badge of the order. The 
whole is most pleasing to the eye. and 
in conception and execution flects 
great credit upon its designeg Mrs. 
Otto L. Sues, the wife of the vision 
Secretary. 

Commander-in-Chief Dustin sses 
the distinction of being not only a 
son of a Veteran, but also a veteran 
of the Civil War. He was born in 
Corinth, Vit., June 7, 1850, and is the 
son of Gen. Daniel Dustin of Sycamore, 
III., whe commanded the Second Bri- 
gade, Third Division, Twentieth Army 
Corps, during the war, and had a 
splendid record. William G. Dustin was 
with his father the last fourteen 
months of the war, and was in the 
Atlanta campaign, the march to the 
sea, through the Carolinas with Sher- 
man, and was in Washington both 
days of the grand review. Since the 
war he has served as lieutenant and 
captain in the Illinois National Guard, 
having been captain of Company H. 
Third Regiment. I. N. G., of Rockford, 
In. He also served as Commander of 
the Illinois Division.

O PEACEFUL PICKETING. 
Judge Kavanagh of Chicago, on 


ek County Jail for terms of four 

each, their offense being a vio- 
‘at of the court's injunction against 
picketing. In passing sentence upon the 
prisoners the judge deciared that after 
the modification of his former order so 
ts to allow “peaceful” picketing, there 


Judge 
Kavanagh further sai®that these men 
have furnished the enemies of labor 
Uniohs generally the strong argument 
which bas been urged upon the courts 
and upon me, that there is no peaceful 
picketing. Once picketing is allowed, 
one May expect violations and breaches 
of the peace.” 

The Times has often pointed out, as 
Judge Kavanagh points out in this de- 
on, the fact that there can be no 
such thing as peaceful picketing. The 
Practice of picketing is essentially a 
War measure. It is not in any sense an 
expedient of peace. It is a direct in- 
terference with tlie business and the 
rights of other men, by those who en- 
gage in the practice. It is an invasion 
of the inherent right of every man to 
pursue the calling of his choice, or of 
his necessity, in a free and unham- 
pered manner, without dictation-or at- 
tempted dictation from any source. The 
feet that the picket approaches his in- 
tended victim ig an apparently amica- 
bie spirit—which he sometimes does— 
Limes little or no difference. No man 
is obliged to listen to even friendly ad- 
Siew, uniess he does so from his own 
free choice. 

But the fundamental purpose of pick- 
ting is not amicable persuasion. It is 
eeercion. No matter how apparently 
friendly may be the attempted persua- 
Mon, there is behind it the “mailed 
Get,” held in restraint only by the su- 
Wir power of law. If it were not for 
me restraints of law, there would be 
no pretense of persuasion, ard force 
would be the sole arbiter. Because 
they are denied the open use of force, 
boycotting and blackmailing, unionists 
resort to picketing, which is coercion 
masquerading in the guise of obedience 
to law. 

It is but a single step from “peace- 
ful" picketing to rioting, a fact which 
shows that the peaceful picket is a law- 
breaker thiniy disguised. The almost 
universal testimony of those who have 
been subjected to the process of peace- 
ful” picketing, is that the harbinger of 
peace who consents to act as a picket 
gives them to understand that if they 
refuse to accede to his demands they 
will be subjected to personal violence. 


The threat is not meaningless, as 
thousands of pertinent instances have 
shown. 


. The courts are right, unalterably 

right, in the many decisions which they 
have rendered, declaring the practice of 
picketing to be wrong and against the 
public good. In some States laws have 
ween framed, rigidly prohibiting the 
evil and criminal practices of beycott- 
img and picketing. Such a law would 
now be in force in California if the 
wretched aggregation of grafters and 
g- rollers whom we were obliged to 
recognize as a Legislature had per- 
formed ite obvious duty by enacting 
the Ralston anti-boycotting bill. A law 
such as that measure would have been, 
Nad it been enacted, is needed in Call- 
fornia and in every State of the Union, 
for the enforcemertt of justice and the 
protection of the primary rights of cit- 
isenship. Some day we shall have such 
laws in every State, and they will be 
enforced.

ANUFACTURES IN THIS CITY 
One of the noteworthy features of 
the rapid development of Los Angeles 
as @ commercial city is the increase of 
manufacturing. The census report of 
1900 credited Los Angeles with manu- 
factures to the value of about 21.00. 
000 annually. It may seem to some iike 
@ rash statement, but there is every 
reason to believe that the value of the 
manufacture’ products in Los Angeles 
for the year 1905 may be conservatively 

estimated at not less than $50,000,000. 
There are several reasons that give 
this city great advantages as a manu- 
facturing center. First, there is the 
climate, which not only obviates the 
necessity for expensive structures, and 
permits work to be carried on uninter- 
ruptediy all the year round, but also 
makes possible the manufacture of a 
finer grade of some products—such, for 
instance as those manufactured from 
wood and wool—owing to the fact that 
they may be dried in the sun. Here we 
see where our Vouthern California sun 
has a direct money value. Then, the 
distance from the East, and the cost of 
transportation, gives us, in effect, a 
protective tariff on manufactured 
goods." Last, but not least, we have 
the. advantage of cheap fuel, in the 


i shape of oil, at an equivalent of less 


than $2 a ton for coal, besides power, 
in the shape of electricity, developed 
from mountain streams. 

Some people, of an esthetic turn of 
mind, object to the invasion of Los 
Angeles by factories, that are some- 
times noisy, smoky and ili-smeliing. 
Whether we object or not, such estab- 
lishments will continue to increase, as 
Los Angeles becomes more and more of 
a metropolis. Meanwhile, as The Times 
has frequently suggested, there are 
branches of the manufacturing indus- 
try to which are attached none of these 
drawbacks—involving neither strikes 
nor smoke—littie industries that may 
be conducted in a single large room, in 
the business section, without any out- 
Siders being aware of their existence. 
In such cities as Paris, and Berlin, and 
Vienna, hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple make a living in the manufacture 
of such goods as imitation jewelry, 
leather buttons, pipes, toilet articles 
and so forth. While each of these es- 
tablishments may be comparatively in- 
significant, employing perhaps from 
two to twenty people, yet in the ag- 
gregate, the output is exctedingly im- 
portant. 

Complaint is made by some manu- 
facturers that the people of Los An- 
geies do not appear inclined to encour- 
age new manufacturing industries as 
they should. While it is true that the 
bounty system on new manufacturing 
industties is undesirable, and properly 
@iscredited, yet, on the other hand, 
every reasonable encouragement should 
be extended to legitimate manufactur- 
ing enterprises. In this connection, it 
might once more be suggested that it 
might be a good idea for some enter- 
prising capitalist to purchase and set 
aside a large tract of land near the 
city limits, convenient to the railroads, 
where manufacturing industries of all 
kinds might be established, without 
any complaints from householders. A 
mall enterprise of that kind was re- 
cently started down on South Alameda 
street.

DIVORCE DECREE is MODIFIED 
FOR CHILDREN’S SAKE.

Judges York, Wilbur and Conrey 
in Bane Concur in Wiping Away 
Former Restrictions, and Parents 
Will Exercise Their Discretion as 
to Visiting Children. 


After sitting in bane for four Satur- 
days to hear the petition for modifica- 
tion of the Jecree in the divorce sult of 
Kate Vosburg against John S. Vosburg 
a decision was yesterday made by 
Judges York, Conrey and Wilbur, by 
which both parties are satisfied. 

The suit was decided in August, 1900, 
and though of an unsavory nature in 
certain respects was punctuated with 
surprises, as for instance when the 
two younger boys were taken to New 
York by the father and the mother had 
to go there and institutedegal proceed- 
ings to recover possession. Judge York 
granted a decree to Mrs. Vosburg, who 
is a daughter of J. 8. Slauson, but 
awarded the older boy, Roydon, to the 
father while granting to the mother the 
custody of the two younger boys, Keith 
and Murray. A provision was made in 
the decree that the mother might en- 
joy the society of her eldest son for 
three hours each Saturday, and dur- 
ing a similiar period of time the father 
might enjoy the society of the two 
younger boys. It was further provided 
that during this term of six hours all 

boys were to be 
charge of a 


toward the maintenance of the boys 
given in charge of Mrs. Vosburg. 

The order as modified yesterday gives 
emp@lusive custody of the two younger 
bo to the mother, and the exclusive 
custody of the elder boy to the father. 
The matter of visiting is thus left en- 
tirely in the diseretion of both parents, 


and unless they agree on some mode of 


conduct that will permit the children 
to grow up to respecting and 
loving both parents, all visiting and 
friendly intercourse may cease. 

The provision in the original decree 
that Mr. Vosburg pay $100 a month 
as alimony has also been set aside, 
so that the father will be at absolutely 
no expense for the younger boys. Inas- 
much as both parties te the suit are 
wealthy the matter of money is of 
secondary ce. 

It is understood that the above order

“The Morales worm, as entomolo- 
giats have told before, is hatched from 
the egg of a fiy that is about the size 
of the ordinary house-fly. This insect

“The larva as it develops bores its 
way into the fruit and there, without 
any indication on the outside, carries 
on its work of destruction untl the 
orange is caused to drop from the tree. 
From that stage the larva becomes a 
fiy and the process of 
proceeds at a rapid rate. It is almost 
impossible to combat the winged in- 
sect, making the pest, once introduced, 
extremely dificult to fight. 


“Of more than six hundred fruit 
and tree pesta known to exist in the 
United States, it is estimated that 82 
per cent. originally were imported. For 
this reason it would stem that the na- 
tional government should enact and 
enforce legislation to prevent the intro- 
duction of more such foes. California 
now carries much of this burden. 
Ihe codling moth came, for instance,
